Since the Ascot meeting, the interregnum to the present time 
hasbeen occupied with plating, or racing only one grade higher ; the 
near ayproach of Goodwood is therefore most refreshing with its rich 
prizes which draw together the best horses of England and theconti- 
nent, and the elite of the fashionable world. Independently of this 
the natural beauties of the place offer in themselves an irresistible 
temptation to be present, the grandeur of the scenery being unequalled 
by that of any other race course in Great Britain or lreland. Hither- 
to one drawback to the complete success of Goodwood has been the 
distance of the different stations from the course, This, however, is 
now remedied, a new line of railway materially shortening the length 
of the journey from London, and setting passengers down in close 
proximity to the course, The villages which skirt the park afford 
clesn but somewhat humble accommodation to the racing habitue, and 
Bognor and other towns, particularly Brighton, are filled with visitors 
to Goodwood, accommodation engaged at the last named fashionable 
resort involving no change of quartara for the three meetings which 
follow each other—Goodwood, Brighton, and Lewes. This is a sea 
side sojourn at the pleasantest season of the year secured, and at the 
name time the attractions of the Turf enjoyed. The programme is of 
the usual rich character, and independently of the interest which the 
Jups invariably excite, there is the Nursery Handicap afd the great 
4-yr-old events, the results of which are anxiously looked forward to 
as foreshadowing the issue of the great 3-yr-old contests of next year. 
We shall dilate on tho several races as nearly as possible in the order 
in whith they are usually decided, commencing with 

The Lavant Stakes for 2yr-olds, half a mile, with winning

save one—Blair Athol—and he again proved it by running Fille de 
VAir toa head, after throwing a plate, and over a course which, 


like Ascot, is unsuited to his great raking stride. Lord Glasgow, 
was, we think, ill-advised to enter his fine son of Young Melbourne, 
for any race at Ascot, and for auy race to be decided where the 
Cambridgeshire Stakes finishes. General Peel has beaten all the 
best horses of his year (Blair Athol exczpted), diceetly or indirectly, 
and although the distance of this race is in favour ot Baragah, who 
can stay for ever—our vote must be a plumper for General Peel. 

On Wepyespay we have again a rich bill of fare, being the Good- 
wood Stakes, besides which there is the piece de resistiunce, the Fin- 
don Stakes and Drawing-room Stakes, both of which in former 
years have produced som» exciting contests. We shall give priority 
to the Drawinc Room Stakes, as it is usually the opening race of 
the day. Gladiateur, penalised 101b, and Longdown, penalised 5lb, 
are the most formidable horses in the race, and we think we may 
safely allot them the Ist and 2nd position as among the unpenalised, 
We see nothing within 10lbs of the Derby winner or within 5ib of 
Longdown. ‘I'he Sweepstakes of 800 sovs, Craven Ovurse (1 and 4 
mile), appears to be between Archimedes, Zambezi, and the notorious 
Chattanooga. Mr. Naylor has Gay Deceiver also entered and we 
see no reason why the latter nam» should not serve for both horses; 
nothing could be more appropriate, We shall await Chattanooga’s

The animal to which 
we allude to is Montrose, a bay colt by Dundee, out of Caractacus’s 
dam, for whom Mr. Preston gave 700 guineas at the Middle Park 
Gale last year. Now Mr, Preston's affairs are not exactly in that 
position that his best friends could wish ; there is therefore a doubt 
about this colt starting, but, with a start, we should fear nothing in 
the race, not even the “ invincible” Auguste, OF the other pre- 
sumed cracks above noted, but little is known, and it is difficult to 
say which is the best, La Dauphin and The Peer cost enormous pricss 
as yearlings, and the merits ot mst of the others The Lavant Stakes 
Race will most probably disclose, Such races as this can only be 
spoken of in these general terms, the more particularly as previous 
running may upset all present calculation, We must now dilate on

THE GOODWOOD STAKES,

the horses left in this race have already been backed, which seems as 
:€ backers were in such hot haste to bet on their “ fancies” that the 
lessons of experience arc wholly lost upon them. The scratchings 
have not yet commenced, but how many ‘dead ’ungy and “ aafo 
‘une” are there among the twenty odd that have attracted invest- 
ments; and these are the horses the most industriously

SHOOTING IN THE HIGHLANDS OF SCOTLAND. 

In the new number of the Quarterly Review is an article on ‘ Grouse,” 
written, we suspect, by Mr, Jeans, of Bath, author of * The ‘Tom- 
miebeg Shootings.” . In the answers to his question as to the value 
of Highland moors, the writer states that in the counties of Perth, Tn- 
verness, and Ross, Highland properties have doubled in value within 
the last forty years. He then cites tho following instances :—‘' The 
shootings of Glen-Urquhart were in 1836 let for £100 ; they now pro- 
duce arental of about £2,000, The Glenmoriston ground was rented 
for £100 in 1835; the moors now bring in to the proprietor between 
two and three thousand a year. ‘The shootings attached to Erchless 
Castle aa well as those of Fasnakyle, may be taken as fair examples of 
the rise of shooting-rents. These have increased at least twenty times 
in value in the course of the last twenty*yedrs, One of the firat shoot- 
ings let was Monalia or Coignafearn, on which moors the river Pind- 
horn hagits source. They are the property of The Mackintosh, and 
were first let to a Mr. Windsor ata rent of £30 with £5 given back as 
a luckpenny. Some fifteen years ago these shootings were let at 
variable rents from three to five hundred pounds. ‘he Aborarder 
moors were on lease some thirty yeara ago at £70; the rent 
has been for years back on an average of £400. Strather- 
rick for years let without a house at £70, now let on a long lease 
at £600 with a house, These facts may be taken as a sample 
ot the effects resulting from the growing taste for Highland 
life and Highland sports, A glance at Mr. Snowie’s first list of shoot- 
ing quarters to be let this year, will give some idea of he scale of 
prices demanded for shooting-«round. We find thero Upper Killin 
(17,000 acres) advertised at £500; Glonquoich, £1,700 ; the Macdonald 
estates, in Skye, an aggregate of £1,250; Auchonachie and Cabaan, 
£700; Jinlochluichart, £2,000; Kinlochewe, £1,5005 Upper Strath- 
more snd other ranges belonging to the sane proprietor, £1,047 ; and 
in another list, published by the same authority, we count more than 
90) names of northern shooting quarters actually in ocoupation. It is 
to be remembered that those consist only of such as have come under 
tho immediate notice or agency of Mr, Snowie himself. Forty years 
ago the very names of the greater part of these places were unheard 
of beyond their own immediate neighbourhood, and the game made no 
return whatever to the proprictor of the land, The rents have gone 
on steadily increasing. Mr. Snowie of Inverness, whose name is £0 
well known in connection with Highland shootings, has been in the 
habit for years of publishing an advertisement sheot of places to be let. 
flis first list waa printed in 1836, ‘I find,’ ha says, ‘ that it containg 
only sight advertisements ; sinve then the demand for moors has in- 
creased so steadily that for nearly twenty years [ have printed three, 
sometimes four lists every year, and circulated them to the extent of 
1,600 copies yearly.’” All success to them and to their worthy com- 
piler, Mr, Snowie, to whom the North is largely indebted !

for a silver tea and coffee service, value £21, presented by Mr, George 
Harrison, the commodore, and a pair of silver goblets, value £10 10a, 
riven by the club, There was a time allowance of a minute per ton.

roon and Duda followed, with jib-beaded topsail. The Queen, 
jossessing the weatherly position in the start, entered Erith 
er followed by the Algerine and Octoroon. On enter- 
ing Long Reach, the Satanella and Octoroon ran by the Algerine, 
and inthe middle of the Reach, the Octoroon having mended her 
position, the order of the boats was—Queen, first by 150 yards ; 
Octoroon, Satanella, Algerine, and Duda—the two last-named were 
almost abreast, Immediately after this the Satanella passed the 
Ostoroon to leeward, andthe Dudu racedup and tried to go by the 
Octoroon to windward, but she luffed up hard to stop her, and the 
Dudn bewing away ran through her lee, but took a long time in doing 
it. Onentering St. Clements, the Queen, Satanella, and Dudu set 
balloon foresails, and the Octoroon setting a large squaresail, ran by 
the Dudu in the middle of the Reach, the Algerine at the same time 
shifting her topsail. In Northfleet Hope, the Queen still led, the 
Satanella second, and Dudu, running by the Octoroon, again took the 
third place.

The Ootoroon, which was 
within a few seconds of her time, now sent her topsail down, and it 
would probably have been better bad she (one 60 earlier, She now 
sether hydropult to work, and tacked her mainsail. The Queen atretohed 
to the Lower Hope Point, where she made her first board. The Octo- 
roon aud Dudu, a little astern, went about at the same time, and 
these three judiciously worked the south shore, where the young 
flood, which had not begua to make when they rounded, was strongest. 
At the Lower Hope Point, the Satanella waa level with the Queen, 
but dead to leeward; she held on her reach nearly ten minutes longer 
than the Queen, and when she at last went about it was clear that 
sho had not been a gainer by the course she had taken, where she was 
not only dead to leeward, but had very little tide under her, for the 
Queen had gone well away, and the Dudu had come up.

THE WINGFIELD SCULLS—AMATEUR CHAMPIONSHIP OF 
THE THAMES.—GRAND HEAT. 

Alter the magnificont and almost unparalleled struggle which was 
witnessed on ‘Tuesday between Lawes and Michell, one could scarcely 
hope for another and an equally interesting race on Friday; but 
certainly that day’s must rank as one of the most exciting contests for 
the Wingfield Sculls ever known. The great reputation which Lawes 
has acquired as an athlete in more than one branch of sport, from his 
school days at Eton, during his varied successes at Cambridge as a 
pedestrian, as well as an oarsman and sculler, the numerous and varied 
victories, and the few reverses, which have marked his aquatic career, 
combined to make his meeting with Woodgate one of the most eagerly 
anticipated races of modern times, As for Woodgate, his name has, 
during the last few years, been a synonym amongst oarsmen for power, 
pluck, and endurance. As on Tuesday, Mr. E. D. Brickwood acted 
as umpire, Lawes was again piloted by Mat Taylor, of Newcastle, in 
an eight, manned chiefly by Leander and old Oambridge men, while 
Harry Kelly, in the bow of a Kingston eight, showed up Woodgate. 
The river at Putney was quite smooth, but during the progress of the 
race the men encountered very rough water, especjally in Corney 
Reach and below Barnes Bridge. Mr. Searle, as usual, acted as 
starter. Mr. Lawes has been a favourite at 8 to 1, but towards the 
time appointed for the start 6 and 7 to 4 was the only price obtainable 
against Woodgate. Upon the word being given Woodgate, who had 
the station, got away with a slight lead, but Mr, Lawes had collared 
him at the Star and Garter, and they rowed a ding-dong race to the 
Point. Hence Lawes led slightly, and was nearly half his length in 
front, but the Kingston captain gave him no rest, and spurting near 
the Dung Wharf they were again level. From here to the Soap 
Works in the shoot Lawes appeared to tire, and Woodgate putting on 
the high pressure, looked all over a winner. Nearing Hammersmith 
Bridge the Cambridge man drew level again, and foot by foot went in 
front. In a few lengths more Woodgate on the outside was once more 
level, and they went through the bridge scull and acull. Woodgate 
now began to show signs of distress, and near Chiswick Eyott, Lawes, 
apparently without an effort, went clear, and took his opponent's water : 
ho led by three lengths at Barnes Bridge, and won at Mortlake by six 
lengths. The time occupied in reaching the various points was— 
Fe ey 10min 50sec; Barnes, 22min 45sec; and the Ship, 

min 4s¢0.

IMPORTANT SKIFF MATCH FOR 50 -OVs ON THE TYNE. 

A very great many interesting matches have come off this season, 
and the present one was not an exception, for the simple reason that, 
as long as the race lasted, 1 was as line and fair a piece of manual 
skill ard pluck, as has been witnessed down North for some time. 
It is one of the peculiar traits of the canny folks not to consider a 
race 4 race Without the opponents make a neck and neck business of it, 
so We think they will, or at least should be, satistied with the demon- 
stration on Mondsy morning last. Daring the past five or six years 
there haa been a growing tendency to introduce boat-rowing into 
orig near to Newoaatle, the Wear, to wit, Durham aad Sunderland 
wing about foremost on the list, as may be gleaned from the annual 
water fetes which generally come off at both places, if there was any- 
thing in it, Sunderland did not use such active measures as wo should 
have expected; there was little activity and much scheming, and not 
until four summers back did the people come out of their shells, so to 
speak, and give an imyetus to boat-rowing—the result of which is now 
showing healthful signs in the proper quarters. The people have appa~ 
rently full belief in the sport, and it only requires perseverance 
to keep the agitation successfully going, which; we fear not 
will bs looked to, especially as the opponents in the present 
case both hail from Sunderland. The Wear is far from a suitable 
pieco of water to decide a match on, so the agreement which, 
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was made a short time back stated that Thomas Appleby andi George 
Young pull aright away scullers’ race from the High Level-bridge 
to the Suspension-bridge on the Tyno, in skiffs, for £25 a side, Mr. 
Leithoad, Oak Tree Inv, Moukwearmouth, being stakeholder. The Be 
sent is the fourth time the men have pulled against each other, 
Young's victory on Monday last making the score equal, The first 
time they met was in Harry Clasper’s sculler boats for £40, from 
Cooper's Stairs to Scotswood-bridge, 3 miles. The weather was very un- 
settled and a heavy wind disturbed the water so much that it was with 
difficulty the race could be pulled. Young on that occasion made a sad 
mess of it, he went completely to the south side of the river for protec- 
tion as he supposed and lost easily. Plucky like his backers were not 
satisfied, and another agreement was entered into to pull in 7 days 
over the same course, Young being allowed his choice of boats; the 
race ended in favour of Young, who won a capital contest by a few 
lengths. Their next meeting was on the Wear, at Sunderland, in skiffs, 
for £25 a side, and the Championship. The race promised to bea 
handsome one, but it was unfortunately cut short by Young falling 
overboard on account of having fouled a buoy almost as soon as the 
start was effected and the present match ia said to be the result of 
that contretemps. Young has pulled two other matches on 
the Tyne: one was with H. Riley, in sculler boats for 
£20, when Riley won on account of an accident to Young. 
The other was with Freek, of Sunderland, one anda half miles, in 
heavy sculler boata, for £30. Freek got the stakes on account of a 
foul; had such not occurred Young must have won easily. Both 
Appleby and Young are well knit, hardy visaged, muscular young 
men. ‘Three weeks or so ago both took up their quarters at Dunston, 
Appleby having the services of Hornsby, of Gateshead, W. Hemmings, 
of Richmond, having the care of Young. On account of the tido it 
was decided to pullon Monday morning last, to be in their boats at 
9.40 o'clock.

SKIFF MATOH ON THE TYNE, FOR £10 A SIDE. 

This match was an exception to the general run of small events, in- 
asmuch as it has created equally as much stir and interest as many 
contesta which at the present time rank tolerably high in Tyneside 
aquatics. It would be a little piece of bigotry on our part not to 
acknowledge the justice paid to many Northern young men for their 
keen appreciation of boatrowing, and the highly creditable manner in 
which they labour to sustain the integrity and advanced position of the 
‘Tyne, and there is little doubt the opponents in the present case are 
fair samples of pluck and hardihood, and in the future may, with care, 
acquit themselves with the same amount of discretion and far secing 
that has so importantly distinguished the career of Rotert Chambers. 
Tho contest we are about to detail, as we have already said, caused a 
vast store of interest, aud we must express our regret that so promis- 
ing a contest should have ended so dissatisfactorily. The articles, 
which were made at Mr. Stephenson's, Nun’s-gate, Newcastle, stated 
that Hagh Olelland and Young, otherwise “ Darkey,” pall one mile, 
from the Bridge to Waterson’s Quay, in skiffs, for £10 a side. Anent 
the qualifications of the men we can only say that both are about 19 
years of age, and strikingly muscular. Clelland, however, is apparently 
the tallor and stronger of the two, but the information we have to ad- 
duce will, or should prove that appearances are deceptive in some 
cages. Olellind’s last match was against Smith, of Danaton, Gates- 
head, one mile, in sculler boats, when he won easily; Young last met 
Mills, of Newcastle, in similar boats, when after some nonsense, in 
the shape of fouling, ho was accredited with the stakes. Young is a 
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pergon of questionable colour, which has won for him the equally ques- 
tionable cognomen of Darkey, Por a fow days prior to the race Youug 
was domiciled at the Clasper Hotel, the pHopsrty of the great veteran 
Harry. Saturday last, the day specified for the race, was not as com- 
fortable as might have been desired, the wind blew tolerably stroug 
from the westward during the early part of the day, and a short tine 
before the stated time for the race it increased in force so much that 
it was only with difficulty that the opponeats could, oscasionally, keop 
their equilibrium. Tho number of visitors was large, every pleco of 
vantage ground being well patronised, Clelland from first té last kept 
the front position ia the beiting, eveus boing offered at first, and as 
much as 6 tod at the start, Cleiland won the toss for side aud chose 
the north side of the course, whieh was under the circumstances con- 
niderably the better position, he Anthony Nichol steamer attended, 
Mr. William Oldham, referee, Mr, Harry Olasper, umpire for Young, 
and Mr, Georgo Wakefield occupied the samo oillce on behalf 
of Olelland. At the aoratch QOlelland was much the more eager 
of the two to get away, Darkey, however, would not 
waive a point, and 80, after five falao attempta, their sculls 
dipped exactly together, and the start of course ronsed the 
excitement of the spectators to the highest juncture. Although 
Young had the worst side, he, notwithstanding, managed to keep pace 
for the first SU yards, when Ololland’s craft showed a trifle in advance, 
and after & few slight errors on account of the rough water on both 
sides, Young was almost one length behind at the Mansion House, a 
position, by-the-bye, soarcely a couple of hundred yards from the 
Bridge. — aber euough Clolland's supporters were jubilant, and 
irrespective of long odda offered, it was plainly a matter of fact that 
the race wad not to be wou as easily as expected, and the lively 
manner ih which Young dug hia sculls into the element, not- 
withstanding the sound drenching he received, betokened a rich treat 
for the lookers on. Almost before the Mansion House was cleared 
Young, by # few vigorous ouslaughta, gradually made up, and making 
a little up as he wont, finally left the Bottle Houss Quay in the rear, 
and continued to figure well.

still, and which lost him at least three parts of a leugth. NRighting 
himself however at once he steamed on, and lessening the gap per- 
ceptibly, the race was certainly a case of doubt at the Grindstone 
Quay. At this place the rowers kept uncomfortably close, and almost 
immediately afterwards Clelland held up his right hand, as much as 
to say that he claimed a foul, but we must say that if such actually 
occurred it must have been of the nicest character, and that few, if 
anyone, witnessed it. As it was Clelland slackened, and Young, who 
never in the slightest eased, kept rowing in and came out fully two 
lengths firatatthe Tower. Clelland’s friends now urged him onward, but 
Young was equal to the effort, and Olelland, shabby like, again stopped,

the Blank Theatre in order that he might gaze enraptured at her mar-

To meot this delightful being at Sydenham 
Palace selling pen-wipers at half a guinea apiece is to be happy beyond 
sxpression, and at such a moment ic is needless to say bow much the 
purse is at her command. If there can possibly be an excuse for ex- 
travagance surely this one might be accepted, It is not necessary for 
us to again urge the claims ot the Royal Dramatic College upon our 
readers. On three previous occasions we have told the story of its 
progress, and dilated on its claims to the consideration of every soul who 
finds amusement within the walls of a theatre. It was but the other 
day his Royal Highness the Prince of Wales gave the finishing touch 
to the building by formally opening its grand hell, The task his 
lamented father so joyfully commenced he gladly finished, and now the 
home of the aged and infirm actor may be said to be complete. Much 
may yet be done to extend the sphere of its usefulness, but even 
now # very considerable inatitution is perfected, and many who 
have materially contributed to the enjoyment of the publio are 
living peacefully and happily at Maybury. How mach the 
apnaal Jete wid fancy fair contributes’ to this desirable oon- 
summation will be thoroughly understood by those who be- 
held the vast throngs at the Orystal Palace on Saturday and 
Monday last. Thousands appeared only too anxious to get rid of

their loose cash in the shortest way, and bought articles they did not 
want, and heard lectures they knew they should never comprehend, 
and saw melo-dramas that never were constructed to be intelligible to 
the human wind, aad had their fortunes told, and speculated in flowers 
for the button-hole, and listened to comic songs, aud did a vast number 
of things which they would never have dreamt of doing on any other 
occasion. All this may appear very shocking to Mr. Mawworm, but we 
confess that we glory init, We are not like some people of our ao- 
quaintance who persistently show the whites of their eyes the moment 
un actress opens her moutu to the public after quitting the stage. We 
think she has as much right to fleece ber friends in the interest of her 
College as Lady Ladada has to swindle her set in the cause of the Fal- 
thelal [ustitution for the distribution of second-hand corn-plaisters, 
Kt. Romer, Esq., the good, but non-punctuating herald of the Dramatic 
College, sppeurs tous perfectly jastified in proclaiming war to the 
knife agaiust all those who wiil uot allow themselves to be robbed by 
his pretty sisters, and we sincerely wish that the council of the College 
may next year instruct him to be still more terrible in the enunciation 
of pains aud penalties to be inflicted onthe stingy. For our parts we 
cannot withstand his awtul eloquence, and when we hear his trumpet 
bray forth at the end of his rounded sentences, we nervously grasp our 
purse and reflect on the advisability of at once throwing it at Mr, 
Anson aud making our escape, in order to avoid the necessity of part- 
ing with our watch, and what portions of ony wardrobe we could 
conveniently dispense with on such anoccasion. It is only the thought 
of Basingball-street that prevents our adopting this course, and sume 
others equally wild, but extremely conducive to the interests of the 
College.

Fanuy Hunt, Mrs. St. Heury, Miss Burdett, and a host ot others 
whose names do not so readily occur to us, Of these, the old favour- 
ites, Mrs. Stirling, Mrs. Mellon, and Mrg, Howard Paul, of course 
had the lion's share of patrouage. ‘Their stalls were surrounded from 
au early hour, and the amountof cash taken must have been enormous, 
Mrs. Suirling was, as usual, the life and soul of the fair. Adense mob 
surrounded her, and the rich tones of her voice never failed to find an 
accompaniment in the jingle of gold and silver. People fought, it was a 
genteul battle, to get withiu her reach, and when they got there it was just 
possible they might have wished that their energy had boen reserved, for 
lis made sud havoc with their purses, Mrs. Paul was the Queen Bee of a 
novel bee-hive, where, iu the two days, her receipts exceeded £100, 
She was ably assisted by Mrs. St. Henry, who certainly might have 
had « stall of her own, considering the success that attended her efforts 
ou a former occasion, ‘Lhe exbivitions were exceedingly rich, that 
presided over by Messrs. ‘l'oole and Bedford being the most excrucia- 
ting affair wo ever beheld. If there is a limit to the ludicrous it cer- 
tainly was reached ia the illumination of Paul Bedford's face by means 
of the maguesium light, Kichardson’s Show was strong in dramas, 
there being no less than three pew and orizinal productious during 
the afternoon. The chief feature was * The Smuggler’s Doom; or, Tue 
Sailor, the Syrev, and the Secret,’ wii ten aud iuvented by Nelson 
Lov the Younger, a most euthraliing dramatic treat, which should be 
preserved very carefully in a Brompton boiler iu order that future 
generations ivy comprehend to what pitob of perfection we brought 
the literature of the siage iu the year 1865, “ Alberto di Burgo” and 
the Piratical Pirate” were not nearly so happy. Mr. Lee grasped 
his subject in the wildest spirit of burlesque, thy other authors simply 
exaggerated a very painful reality, It wea arare treat to sea Mr. J. 
Clarke, Mr. F. Robson, Mr, T. Thorne, and’ Mr. Atking iu The 
Smuggler’s Doom.” Such burlesque acting is but saldom seen, and we 
do not wonder at some hundreds of people paying twice to witness it, 
Mr, Rogeis wentin for comparative anatomy, and his lecture on that 
euirancing subject must, we venture to predict, fiad its way into every 
learned institugon in the country, The stage will lose au ornament, 
but Mr. Rogers will bs an accession of strevgth to the ranks of our 
scientific men when he permanently takes up his place on the plat- 
form with a skeleton, a haif dozen diagrams, and a glasa of pump water, 
No one could resist peeping into the Hall of Momus, where Arthur 
Lloyd, Lingard, Vance, and Mr. and Mrs. Randall sang numberlosa 
comic songs in aid of the funda of the actors' College. We were glad 
to see these artists at the fite, and if Mr. Horace Wigan and Mr. 
Strange had only come forward and cordially embraced before the 
British public our gratification would have been perfect. The reader 
will understand why! Of course we went to seethe menagerie. It 
was not likely that we should iiss the luxury of being frightened to 
death by the tremendous beasts introduced to our notice by My, 
Addison, This show is alwaysa great favourite of ours, and it was 
satisfactory on Saturday last to find that the collection not only keeps 
in good health, but gains numerical strength each year and holda out 
increasing charms to the enthusiastic naturalist (which we are), After 
having “done” all we have described, and finding that we 
Bill possessed a half crown and some breath, we dragged our weary 
limbs to Palleyn’s cirque, where we were regaled with some 
excellent riding and a sight of that little pet, the petit Blondin, ‘This 
was very charming, but by thia time nature would have no more of 
it, and a wildered brain conjured up a hodgo-podge of iced baths, 
iced-ice, iced-chicken, a frozen lump of champagne, aud a lovely 
bower with icicles dropping from rich foliage; whilst the perfume of 
well-iced fragrant flowers stole over the genses, In this frame of mind 
a brute dragged us into a tent where that arch-enchantress, Miss 
Agnes Burdett, told us how many children we should have; and, our

Mr. Campbell, Scotch 
comedian, engaged specially to play Baillie Nicol Jarvie in “ Rob 
Roy,” was cast for the trifng part of Allan Ramsey, in * Wallace,” 
and he played it with humorous fidelity, but a much less fit part in 
which to discover bis general ability, could scarcely have been chosen. 
Such triflings with a good opinion already “secured never do 
any good, ‘The parts of Rashleigh Osbaldistone, Bailie Nico! 
Jarvie aud the Dougal Cratur were this evening undertaken by 
amateurs. The experiment proved how great amateura may be in 
their own sphere, in their own performances, without compelling pro- 
fessional business to undergo an eclipse. We should be sorry to under- 
estimate the zeal and accounted proficiency which prompted this daring 
trio to come forward and usurp the rights of tested professionals, if 
only for one night, but it were well to point out the injustice they 
seemingly unconsciously brought upon themselves by inciting an unfair 
comparison between tried and what may be called maiden metal. It 
were idleness to weigh traits between the acting of the amateurs we 
refer to and the assumption of the same parts by the regular company. 
The temporary Rashleigh Osbaldistone looked exactly like a castle 
baron who had walked out of one of Mrs, Radclitfo's novels; his voice, 
in fact, had something of the castle-dungeon tone iu it. His action was 
extravagant, and entirely on his own account. He did not attempt to 
play up to his contewporaries. ‘fhe worthy Baillie was a trifle too 
elastic and knowing, und had nota particle of the official dignity which 
excites the true enjoyment of the character. The Dougal Uratur was 
very poorly, even weakly, impersonated. Tho umateur, also, had no 
appropriate appearance for tis eccentric, difficult part. Between the 
peor a Mr. Boll sang “ Friend of the Brave," and made a mess of it. 

Lr, George Hodson then gave a couple of Jaughable sketebes from his 
‘Portfolio of lrish Curiosities.” The Glasgow Glee. Union afterwards 
sung ** Willie brew'd a peck o’ maut” with excellent taste.

The promineut features of the Metropolitan Donkey and Mule Show 
aro not only to improve the breeds of those pationt and domesticated 
animals, but at the same time to instil into the minds of the class of 
persons who use them as a means of gaining their livelihood, the pro- 
priety of painstiatering less corporal punishment and more humane 
treatment generally. With this primary object in view, it is not sur- 
prising to find the Royal Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals taking a prominent part in the patronage of the Mule and 
Donkey Show, or that amongst tho ladies and gentlemen patrons and 
prize-givers are to be fouud the Viscountess Palmerston, Miss Burdett 
Coutts, Viscountess Falmouth, Mrs. W, E. Gladstone, the Hon Miss 
Farquhar, the Earl of Shaftesbury, the Bishops of London and 
Oxford, Mrs. ‘Tait, and many other noble and distinguished persons of 
both sexes. There are vine special classes in the show, as well as 
extra class prizes and prizes for the most intelligent donkeys amount- 
ing in tho aggregate to some two or three hundred pounds. There are 
classes for ladies’ and gentlemen’s donkeys, classes for costermongers’ 
donkeys, and classes for donkeys used by their owners as a meaus of 
gaining théir livelihood in any way. Miss Burdett Coutts gives 
several prizes, and there are prizes Ben nah the ladies patronesses and 
patrons. The fittings of the late Horse Show have been allowed to 
remain by the directors of the Agricultural Hall for the use of the don- 
keys, as well as the arena for the grand costermonger Agricultural Hall 
steeplechase for various prizes, one principal condition being that in 
no race whatever shall any sticks orimplement of coercion be used. In 
addition to the fittings of the hall, several stalls have been introduced 
for the sale of useful and interesting articles, toys, &c., including the 
newly-invented and amusing one of the ‘magic donkeys.” In the 
centre, in front of the groat organ, there is a spacious stand and case, 
with an elegant display of cups and various articles for prizes, 
belonging to Messrs. Stephen Smith and Co., the well-known manufac- 
turing silveramiths, of Duke-street, Lincolo’s Inn-fields. 

The judges were Mr. Pritchard, of the Royal Veterinary College, Mr. 
Giibert, of Stafford, and Mr, Dawkins, of the Portland-road, the gene- 
ral mansgement and arrangement being conducted by Mr. John 
Douglas, assisted by Mr. James Wright. The judging and awards of 
prizes in the various classes concluded by about three o'clock, the hour 
appointed daily for the arena sports to commence, at which hour a

waiting for him to make his appearance, Mr, Brannan, Inspector Weat, and 
Sergeant Ackrill, proceeded upstairs, leaving Inspectors Brannan and Potter in 
charge of the bar. On entering &Foom On the ilrst floor they found the pri-oners 
assembled round a rat-pit, in which a dog was killing rats. It was a rogularly 
constructed rat-pit, with sloping sides, wider at the bottom than at the top, to 
prevent the rats from eacaping. Evans was leaning over the side of the pit with 
@ padlock in his hand, Au they eatered the room Rowe said, '' How do you do 
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Brannan?” Mr. Brannan replied, “ Very well,'thank you." Then, addressing 
the other prisoner, he added, “Evans, my name is Brannan: I have 
received instruc'ions from the solicitor to the Mint to look after you 
both, as extensive dealers in counterfeit coin’ Evans said “You don’t 
know anything about me, Mr. Brannan, I am sure.” Mr. Brannan, addressing 
Rowe, said, ‘We have come from the chief magistrate, with a search warrant ; 
youcan look at if you like.’ Inanector West then took Rowe into custody, 
and Mr. Brannan took Evans, at the same time directing Sergeant Ackrill to 
take the padlock from Evans. Ackril] did so, after a -evere struggle, They then 
proceeded to the skittle-ground, where Mr. Brannan noticed an open door, leads 
ing toalumber-room. He observed that the padlock probably belonged to that 
door, Rows said, “No; itisthe key of the rat-pit.” Behind a picture frame 
in that room they found two parcels, wrapped in brown paper, containing the

==Miss Hinron, the ballet girl whose clothes caught fire while she was 
eugaged performing at Holder's Concert-hall, Birmingham, on the night 
of the 4ihinst., died on ‘Thursday in the hospital. 

During evening service on Sunday week, the congregation of St. 
Mary’s Onurch, Stamford, were greatly alarmed by an exceedingly 
vivid flash of lightuing followed by a heavy peal of thunder, At the 
same moment the interior of the church was tit up by what appeared to 
be a sheet of flame, which seemed to emit inuumerable sparks, and 
gave out a stroug§aulphurous odour :—‘ The people, after some hesi- 
tation, madefor the doors, some screaming, While others had fainted, 
and the falling of some masonry from the upper part of the building 
heightened the alarm, as it was supposed the spire was tumbling. Uhis 
caused those near the north door to rush back, and # scene of great 
confusion ensued, Viscount Cranbourne and Sir Stafford Northcote, 
with other gentlemen, wero active in their exertions to restore order 
and tranquility. A daughter of the ex-Mayor and several other ladies 
fainted, and Miss Ulaptou, daughter of the Conservative electionesrmeg 
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agent at Stamford, was conveyed home ina similar condition by Bir 
Stafford Northeote, Bart. Beyond the fright no personalinjury was 
sustained. It was found that the spire and tower had beeu struck in 
two or three places by the electric. fluid, much of the debris falling on 
the pavement on the opposite side of the road, striking the shop front 
of Mr. Bromhead, drapsr. The damage throughout the tower aud spire 
is believed to be very extensive. 

Ar rue Winchester assizes has come on the long-delayed trial of the 
miserable man, George Broomfield, for the murder of Caroline Sophia 
Colborne, at Shirley, in December last. When called upon to plead, he 
answered, “ I wish to die,” so the judge, Mr, Justice Keating, directed 
a plea of “ Not guilty” to bs recorded. The prisover, it wiil be recol- 
lected, was a servant, and had been attached to the woman he mur- 
dered when she was a fellow servant; but she married another man. 
Paying her a visit,he first shot her and then himself, her wound proving 
fatal. Fora long time the prisoner hovered between life and death, 
but eventually recovered. Several witnesses were called to prove these 
facts, . Tht facts were not denied; the defence rested upon the plea of 
insanity; and evidence was given that the prisoner had never been 
hims +lf since he had received some gun shot wounds whea attending 
on Lord George Beauclerk on a shooting excursion in September, 
1862. Lord Falkland, one of the party, missed hia bird and shot the 
accused, from whose head and back thirty shots were afterwards ex- 
tracted, In summing up the learned Judge said, in reference to the 

lea of insanity, that it was not every aberration of mind that would 

reo him. The aberration must bs to such an extent as to disable him 

from distinguishing between right aud wrong, with reference to the 
nature and quality of the act which he committed. The jury returned 
a verdict of * Guilty,” aud sentence of death was passed. 

Ar the Warwick Assizes, before Mr. Justice Blackburn, Hannah 
Maria Wedgewood, the wife of Mr. William Robert Wedgewood, of 
Greyshot Hall, Hampshire, has been found guilty of forging and 
ultering « promissory note for £1,000, at Birmingham. ‘l'ho case for 
the prosecution was that in 1861 the prisoner commenced negotiating 
loans with Mr, Williams, solicitor, of Birmingham, after representing 
that her godmother, Miss Maria Jones, of Westtield Hall, Spilsby, had 
mado a will, beqaeathing her £10,000, In April, 1864, the lowny tous 
effected amounted to the large sum of £11,650, paymeut of which was 
deferred, at the request of the prisoner, until 1865, Tn May, 1864, 
she negociated by correspondence, through Mr. Williams, a further 
loan of £1,000, which was advanced by Mr. Holdsworthy, of Bir- 
mingham, at 16 per cent, interest. For this loan a forged promissroy 
note was given as security. The defence was that the prisoner had 
acted under the influence and direction of ber husband, who had left 
his wife to be the victim. ‘Che jury returned a verdict of * Guilly,” 
and Mr. Williams, in reply to the learned Judge, stated that the total 
amount obtained by the prisoner by forged noies was nearly £12,000. 
She was seutenced to seven years’ penal servitude. The husoand, 
after leaying the court, was hoojed and threatened with violence. He 
had to bs escorted by the police.
